USE OF ZIP 
CODE ON MAIL 


A second mass distribution of 
ZIP Code numbers for every pos- 
tal address in the country has 
been completed this week. 

On Monday, April 20 and Tues- 
day, April 21 the carrier in Bay 
St. Louis, Miss., personally de- 
livered ZIP CODE identifications 
to every patron of the Bay St. 
Louis Post Office on their appoint. 
ed rounds. 

As an economy measure, the 
Postmaster General said, this 
year’s notices were printed on 
paper stock and are ‘somewhat 
smaller than the cards issued last 
July. The front side shows the 
proper way to use ZIP Code in 
addressing envelopes. It also has 
a space where the correct ZIP 
Code number for the home or 
place of business has been insert: 
ed for a handy reference. 

The reverse side explains how 
the system works, and also why 
the Post Office Department needs 
ZIP Code to cope with the annual 
volume of mail - amounting to 70 
billion pieces and climbing at the 
rate of more than two billion a 
year. 

“We are more than happy at 
the public acceptance of ZIP Code 
after some nine months of opera- 
tion,” Postmaster General John O. 
Gronouski said. “As a matter of 
fact it has exceeded our fondest 
expectations. 

“Since business generates three- 
fourths of all mail, we were parti- 
cularily interested in gaining the 
cooperation of the business com. 
munity. Of some 30,000 large vol- 
ume business mailers in the coun- 
try, we found 87 per cent have 
agreed to participate to some ex- 
tent in the program. 

“As for the general public, we
